To All Water Users 


The Board of Public Works earnestly requests 
that all sprinkling of lawns and other use of 
water of lesser necessity be suspended through- 
out Thursday, July 26th. The reason for this 
request is to afford an opportunity for re-filling 
the high pressure reservoir for fire protective 
purposes. Because of the continuous heavy draft 
during the existing drought, the pumping plant 
is working to capacity to supply the current con- 
sumption. Consequently, for the sake of safety 
in a possible emergency, it is advisable to build 
up the reserve by cutting down the consumption 
for a day.
